Boston To Monreal 


In Three Hours 


Establishment of an_ interna- 
tional airline linking Boston and 
six other New England cities with 
Montreal by daily air passenger 
inaugurated Wed- 


service was 


nesday, March 2!, by Boston- 
Maine—Central Vermont Air- 
ways. 


The flying time between Koston 


and Montreal will be three hours 


and 15 minutes ,and 3 hours be- 
tween Montreal and Boston. Stops 
to take or leave passengers will be

The ships to be used are 10-pas- 
senger, heated cabin monoplanes, 
tri-motored, and radio equipped. 
The move, it was stated, is an ex- 
tention of the present Vermont 
line of the Boston-Maine—Central 
Vermont Airways. 

At the inauguration of the serv- 
ice, a single round trip will be op- 
erated daily leaving Boston at 3 
p.m., arriving Montreal at 6.15. 
Planes will leave the St. Hubert 
Airport at Montreal at 8 am., 
with arrival in Boston at 11 a.m. 
The new service is provided by the 
airways subsidiary of the three 
New England railroads, the Hos- 
ton and Maine, the Central Ver- 
mont and the Maine Central. 

Vice President L. F. Whitte- 
more of Boston - Maine Airways 
stated that with the advent of the 
spring and summer achedules, the 


service in all probability will in-

“We feel," Whittemore stated, 
“that there is a considerable de- 
mand for speedy airplane service, 
linking New England and Canada.
